NEW NARBERTH STORAGE BUILDING 

SOON FINISHED AT SAVING OF $2000 



Trucks, Steam Roller and Street Tools Will Be Housed in 

New Structure. 



Completion of the Borough's 
new storage building is promised 
next week. The new structure is 
located on lower Haverford ave- 
nue, at the southeast corner of the 
playground tract. 

The building is a one-story af- 
fair, 02. x 26y 2 feet, with a cellar. 
It is of building block construc- 
tion, covered with plaster, and 
makes an attractive structure, par- 
ticularly in view of its very utili- 
tarian nature. 

The "storage building has a terra 
cotta coping, a tin roof and is of 
fireproof construction throughout. 
Doors and windows are of steel 
frames and wire glass ; the ceiling 
is corrugated and the doors are 
lined with tin. 

There is storage space for five 
cars, a men's room with nine lock- 
ers, tool room, toilet, and concrete 
cellar. The main floor is of cement 
with two drains. Hot water heat 
has been installed, modern plumb- 
ing and electric lighting. 

Storage space is now available 
for the borough's two motor 
trucks, steam roller, road tools, 
service car, material belonging to 
the recreation field and other 
property which may be acquired 
in the future. 

This important addition to'Nar- 
berth's governmental property 
was built entirely under the direc- 
tion of the Highway Committee. 
George B. Suplee, Street Commis- 
sioner, supervised the work, there- 



by saving the taxpayers $2000 on 
the basis of the two sets of bids 
received by Council. He used 
borough employees in odd times 
wherever possible, employed a 
supervising carpenter, bought -ill 
materials and used his extensive 
knowledge of plumbing to save 
money on that end. J; 

When the revised bids were 
opened by Council several months 
ago it was found that a contractor 
would charge about $7000 for the 
work. This was more than had 
been planned for, and Council re- 
jected all bids. Then Mr. Suplee 
spoke up, stating that he could put 
up the building at a saving of at 
least a thousand dollars. The 
matter was discussed at length, 
and he was finally given carte 
blanche to go ahead with the 
work. 

The plan has worked out' even 
better than Mr. Suplee promised. 
After all expenses are paid, he 
states that the work will cost less 
than $5000 — a clear saving .of 
$2000. The carpentry work was 
contracted for by Finney and 
Hickey, of Ardmore : Vincent 
Martinelli did the stone, brick 
and coping work ; John A. Miller, 
the roofing. Lumber was bought 
from Smedley and Mehl ; mill- 
work from the Conshohocken 
Millwork Co. : paint and hard- 
ware from E. J. Lyons. Plumb- 
ing, heating, painting, cement 
work and grading were all done 
by borough forces.

Oni' of th# "show places" of 
Narberth of the very near future is 
going to be the Narberth Commun- 
ity Library installed in its new quar- 
ters in the new Community Build- 
ing. 

If you doubt one letter of that 
statement, the next time you are 
passing along Windsor avenue, stop 
at the playground and take a' peek in 
the new library quarters in the 
centre wing of the Community 
Building. Note the fine large Col- 
onial fireplace in the centre of the 
room. Visualize the walls lined 
with books, the reading tables cov- 
ered with magazines, the librarians 
busy at their desks and sorting and 
arranging books in the shelves, and, 
finally, the boys and girls and the 
men and women of Narberth select- 
ing from those shelves the books 
that will help them in studies, en- 
tertain them with stories of ro- 
mance and adventure, and enlighten 
them with the words of knowledge. 

And as you visualize that picture 
— that picture which is soon to be- 
come a reality— remember that one 
of the chief factors in making the 
new home of the library a place of 
which every resident may well be 
proud, is the library equipment 
fund. For it is this fund that will 
make possible the necessary new 
shelving, etc., required to equip the 
library proper in keeping with the 
building itself. 

But the fund still needs contribu- 
tions. It is still just about $200 
short of the required $1000. Con- 
tributions are entirely voluntary and 
checks should be ■ made payable to 
Thomas C. Trotter, Jr., treasurer, 
and mailed to Mr. Trotter at his 
residence at No. 209 Woodside 
avenue, Narberth, Pa.

TOWNSHIP WONT SWAP 



The Narberth School Board, at its 
meeting last Friday night, voted to- 
send the ninth grade to the Lower 
Merion Junior High School next 
year. This will mean that the up- 
per four grades of Narberth stu- 
dents will attend the Ardmore insti- 
tution. 

By so doing, two or three class 
rooms will be released. This will 
give ample space for the two re- 
maining grades of the Junior High 
School and will also provide space 
for the new Manual Training De- 
partment. 

The sending of the ninth grade to 
Lower Merion will put off the neces- 
sity of building a new structure for 
some years, and may give enough 
relief to the crowding so that the 
board will never have to build. 

The tuition will be partly com- 
pensated for by a reduction in the 
faculty of several teachers. The 
savings in interest and sinking fund 
charges on a building loan would be 
much more than the tuition will 
cost. 

be feasible to transfer the ninth 
grade children from Narberth to 
our Junior High School under the 
same conditions as now pertain in 
the cases of those in the Senior High 
School. The Narberth schools are 
crowded, and the board there must 
either erect portable buildings, in- 
crease the tax tote abnormally and 
build, or transfer this group to 
Lower Merion. There will be not 
more than 60 in a class. I recom- 
mend that this privilege be granted 
in case the Narberth board desires 
to make the change, as it will be in 
the interest of the children, and will,;, 
not -overcrowd ..our^. Junior.. High 
School. 

"The sophomore class next year 
will be very large, as approximately 
200 will be transferred from our 
Junior High School and probably 
60 from Narberth. We can handle

CRANE DRUG STORE 

MOVES NEXT WEEK 

Takes Enlarged Quarters in New 
Building. 

Another important business 
change in Narberth will take place 
next Saturday, when Claude H. 
Crane will open his new drug store 
at the northwest corner of Haver- 
ford and Narberth avenues. 

Mr. Crane's drug store is now lo- 
cated at the station. Moving will 
start next Monday and the new store 
will be opened Saturday, with a gen- 
eral invitation extended to residents 
to inspect it. 

The Crane Drug Store was es- 
tablished three years ago and has 
grown rapidly. Owned some years 
ago by William F. J. Fiedler, it 
was later purchased by T. W. 
Smith. At his death it was taken 
over by the Main. Line Drug Stores 
of Ardmore, headed by Charles S. 
Powell. Mr. Crane bought the 
store in 1923. He and Mrs. Crane 
took up their residence in Narberth 
a year later at No. 524 Essex ave- 
nue. 

The owner of the store is a grad- 
uate of the Philadelphia College of 
Pharmacy. Before coming to Nar- 
berth he was manager of Michael's 
Drug Store, Logan. 

His assistants at the store include 
Paul Shea, a local man and also a 
graduate of the Philadelphia college. 
He is prescription clerk. Joe Ken- 
ney has been clerk at the store since 
Mr. Crane started the business. A 
delivery man and a general store as- 
sistant complete the staff. 

On the opening day next Satur- 
day a gift package will be presented 
to those who inspect the new quar- 
ters. In addition a trial brick of 
Supplee ice cream will be given. 
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Narberth Gains 

A pleasing example of public 
service is seen in the approach- 
ing completion of the borough 
storage building. 

George B. Suplee, street com- 
missioner, by his willingness to 
shoulder extra responsibility, has 
saved $2000 for the taxpayers of 
Narberth. That represents a half 
mill of taxes saved in one item. 

Work of this kind is usually 
done by the letting of a contract 
to the lowest bidder, with none 
of the construction responsibility 
falling on a town employee. That 
is the easy course, but it is often 
expensive. 

Mr. Suplee' s titles are many. 
He is involved in many lines of 
borough work, but despite his im- 
posing list of positions his serv- 
ices to the taxpayers cost but 
$3300 a year. By one piece of 
extra work, and a commendable 
show of pride in his jobs, Mr. 
Suplee has turned back almost 
two-thirds of his salary into the 
treasury of Narberth. 

Rarely do we find "political" 
officeholders who labor for pride 
in accomplishment rather than for 
financial gain. The tendency is 
to sidestep extra duties, not to 
seek them. 

There was a laugh in Council 
when Mr. Suplee said, "I'll build 
the storage building." Certainly 
the two principal jobs of building 
inspector and street commissioner 
were enough for one man to 
tackle. But the job is done, and 
with much profit to the borough. 

George Suplee is too busy to 
get a swelled head. He is too 
much interested in the tasks which 
fall to him many times a day to 
seek praise. But an outstanding 
example of intelligent public serv- 
ice like this should not be let go 
by with but a passing comment.

Schools S. E. Downs, of Lower 
Merion, said : 

"Mr. Wilson, principal of the 
Narberth schools, and Mr. Miller, 
president of the board, called re- 
cently to inquire whether it would 
this group easily, however, when 
the addition ' to the Senior High 
School is completed. Work was 
started on the extensions Tuesday, 
and we. hope that rapid progress will 
be made now that the contracts have 
been signed." 

South Side Hopes Dashed. 

All hopes for an arrangement 
whereby Narberth children on the 
south side might be sent to the new 
Merion school were dashed this 
week by a complete refusal on the 
part of the township authorities to 
enter into any such plan. 

They will not take any further 
outside students on a tuition basis, 
nor will they consider a "swap." 
This latter plan involved an ex- 
change, whereby township pupils 
living near the Narberth school 
would he permitted to attend the 
borough school in exchange for 
south side pupils who would go to 
Merion. 

Limiting of classes is partly re- 
sponsible for the refusal. It is also 
felt that many Merionites are op- 
posed to having any but their own 
sons and daughters within the walls 
of the beautiful new building on 
Bowman avenue. 

Manual training will be added to 
the local curriculum next year. A 
manual training teacher will be em- 
ployed and Principal Wilson, with 
the' Instruction Committee, is work- 
ing on equipment details. 

'The secretary and treasurer were 
instructed to proceed with the com- 
pilation of a budget for the coming 
year. This will be voted on and the 
tax rate for 1926 decided on at the 
next meeting. It is expected that 
the new' budget will enable the pres- 
ent tax rate to be maintained.

"Why We Behave Like Human 

Beings" Popular at Library. 
"A book about ourselves which 
we can cheerfully recommend," is 
the way in which James Harvey 
Robinson sums up his endorse- 
ment of "Why We Behave Like 
Human Beings," written by 
George A. Dorsey, Ph. D., LL. D. 
Dr. Dorsey says that human 
beings are the most interesting ob- 
jects of study in the world and 
that their business of getting 
along with themselves and one 
another is the only really impor- 
tant problem. He states that the 
reason why this business drags is 
because human beings do not 
know where they come from, how 
they get here, what they bring 
with them, what they do with it, 
and what they could do if they 
stopped quarreling among them- 
selves and used their brains to 
solve their common problems. 

The following quotations from 
the book will show why it has 
proved interesting and entertain- 
ing to so many people. 

''We do not use the brains we 
have. Presumably we no more get 
the maximum service out of our 
brains that we do out of our motor 
mechanism." 

"The body is simply the brain's 
servant. Treat the body right of 
course : no brain can function well 
without good service. But why 
worry more about the looks, color 
and clothes of the servant than the 
service it performs?" 

''Between two beings so com- 
plex and so diverse as man and 
woman, the whole of life is not too 
long for them to know one an- 
other well and to learn to love one 
another worthily." 

"We may be as old as our ar- 
teries — and so no good for dig- 
ging a sewer; but we are also as 
young as our brains — and so good 
where brains are needed." 

"When human society starts to 
practice the Golden Rule it will 
lay a foundation for civilization 
which no flood of passion can 
shake." 

"A good, honest, hard-headed 
character is a function of the home. 
If the proper seed is sown there 
and properly nourished for a few 
years, it will not be easy for that 
plant to be uprooted." 

"What is vitally important is 
that 1 live as an honest human 
being who acknowledges respon- 
sibilities and obligations, who 
plays the game like a thorough- 
brcd. who does not whine, and 
docs not cheat, and who believes 
that there is room in this world 
for many creeds, but for only one 
religion." 

The book is not intended to 
treat exhaustively of a philosophy 
of life, but in its story of the de- 
velopment of the human race it 
offers such thought-provoking 
phrases as are given above, and 
is in every way most entertaining.
